Mac Prolessor Speaks on Uq: 



DISCUSSION FOLLOWS 



Alec Sims Cites Failures of 
Settlement Pro- 
jects 



"All rural districts have sur- 
plus population able to move 
away to cities or elsewhere," 
stated Dr. J. E. Latimer of Mac- 
donald College, addressing a 
meeting of the Sociological So- 
ciety last night. Dr. Latimer 
said that before 1930, most of 
the available Canadians went to 
the United States, though lately 
some of them have been drifting 
back to Canada. He quoted John 
Stuart Mill as saying that the 
labouring closs will not always 
be content to work for others, 
but co-operatives, such as the 
Rochdale Plan will win eventu- 
ally. The realization of this 
ideal may be just deferred, not 
blocked completely. 

Birthrate Varies. 

People in the rural districts pro-, 
duce most of the children and their 
birthrate is increasing, whereas' the 
urban birthrate is on the decline. 
Dr. Latimer concluded his brief ad- 
dress with some statistics on the 
rural districts of the prairie prov> 
inces, between 1931 and 1936. The 
number of farms increased by 
12,000, ttiough farm property was 
$542,000,000 less in value. 

The second speaker was Alec 
Sims, who is doing rural extension 
work in connection with McGill. 
"Shall we admit immigrants, and 
if so, what shall we do with them?" 
Why should our own urban unem- 
ployed be put in the country?" ask- 
ed Mr. Sims. He then discussed the 
Back-to-the-land movement in Can. 
ada, and cited several where this 
movement has not been entirely 
successful. Either tihe settlers are 
reduced to serfdom, or more over- 
production will result. •

First Project of Kind Ever 
Attempted Befoi'e , 

At the second National Con- 
ference of the Canadian Associ- 
ation of Medical Students and 
Interns, in Toronto on February 
5tl], this year, the different 
medical schools undertook to 
study certain problems pertain- 
ing to medical students, and in- 
terns. McGill with the Univer- 
sity of Montreal was elected to 
form a Dominion Committee on 
Intern Welfare. 

A meeting will be held in the 
Reading Room, downstairs in the 
Medical Building, this afternoon to 
form this committee, elect officers, 
and work out a tentative program. 
This committee will probably take 
the place of the McGill Panel on 
Internships which was formed last 
Spring. It will substitute an active 
program for the discussions which 
formerly made up the program of 
this panel. 

The committee will this afternoon 
work out the ways and means, and 
divide up the duties into sub 
committees. 

Inspect Hospital Conditions. 

The first step would be to make 
a survey of conditions as they now 
exist. Such a survey of individual 
hospitals, if published and distri- 
buted, would have a twofold value, 
it was believed. First, in pointing 
out present lacks in. welfare and 
educational opportunities for in 
terns, so these may be remedied 
where needed, and secondly (of a 
more immediate and directly prac- 
tical importance) to serve as a more 
complete source of information for 
graduating medical students who 
are looking around for an intern- 
ship, than is at present available, 

This is the first project of the 
kind ever attempted, and all who 
would be interested in taking part 
in this have been invited to attend 
and lend their support.

"The Place of Value in the World 
of Fact" is the title of Professor W.

Ther.syitèmatic student may appreciate 
the suggestion to set aside certain fixed 
hours in the week for his music course. The 
Carnegie phonograph will be his lecturer, 
and the subject of each lecture will be his 
to command.

Folloioincr is the third in a series 
of articles by the President of the 
National Federation of Canadian 
Universitv Students in which the 
neto ten-point policy of the Federa 
tion is outlined. 



EMPLOYMENT BUREAU. 

The establishment of a Central 
ized Clearing House for student em- 
ployment has long been a dream of 
many members of the Federation. 
But for various reasons this plan 
has, until now, been impractical of 
application. However, the Federa^ 
tion has at last obtained the ser' 
vices of a man, centrally located 
and willing to be of use to the Fed' 
oration in the establishment of this 
all important work. 
Present Structure. 

At the present time there is no 
co-operation or collaboration be- 
tween the various employment bur- 
eaux maintained by or for students. 
There is no central clearing house. 
The Federation has established an 
office in care of Mr. Alex Rankin, 
Hart House, Toronto, Ont., where 
problems of this nature may be 
dealt with. The Federation hopes 
that when its quiries concerning the 
labour situation reach the various 
members of the Federation they 
will receive close attention. The 
Federation feels that by co-operat- 
ing with these various bureaux it 
can be of material help to the in- 
dividual student. The work we are 
trying to do is to place. men where 
there is a demand and in so doing 
to relieve the over supply of avail- 
able labour. For example if one 
University finds that it has a va 
cancy for a certain type of trained 
college man and at the same time 
has no man to fill the vacancy we 
hope that it will turn to our clear- 
ing house which will be able to put 
the University concerned in touch 
with a University trained man who 
will have the necessary qualifica- 
tions. This man will in turn have 
obtained the position through the 
co-operation of his own local em- 
ployment bureau which had re- 
ported an over supply of men with 
his particular training to the cen- 
tral office. Such an arrangement 
will facilitate the exchange of train- 
ed personnel. ' 

Besides this the Federation's of- 
fice is building up contacts and will 
in time be able to place men di- 
rectly in positions for which they 
are trained. In this work we antici- 
pate being assisted by the leaders 
in large industries where trained 
University men are employed and 
we hope to make a favourable im- 
pression of the various governments 
and civil service commissions 
throughout the country. By doing 
this we will be able to place men 
in career posts in the various gov- 
ernment services and we hope in 
time to be able to better the 
chances of the college graduate in 
such career service. 
Both Graduate and Undergraduate. 

The service of the Federation, we 
are confident, will in the near fut- 
ure be of material benefit to both 
the Graduates and Undergraduates 
of the Universities of Canada. 

While this service will be of great 
benefit and will provide an addi- 
tional channel of contact for college 
students with employers we wish to 
point out that it will in no way in 
terfere with any plans now being 
carried out by specific Universities 
and that the service of the Federa- 



tion is meant to supplement already 
existing services and not in any 
way to displace them. Co-operation 
is, of course, entirely voluntary on 
the part ot any particular agency or 
group.

No Unemployment, 

In the Eastern Townships where 
Mr. Sims is doing fieldwork, there 
is a settlement of rural unem- 
ployed. There are 29 families, and 
most of the men are farm la- 
bourers. It is a new country, but 
the soil is bad for . some things. 
There is another for urban unem- 
ployed near Toronto, but in spite 
of substantial financial assistance 
from the government as well as 
Toronto citizens, the difficulties are 
numerous. "Is the feeling of inde- 
pendence which these settlers have 
secured worth as much as the 
money and time spent on these pro- 
jects?" concluded Mr. Sims. 

A discussion period followed, 
operfed by the 'question "Is there 
any place for immigrants in our 
hot-so-industrialized Canada?" Dr. 
Latimer is in favour of Ihii Idea, 
for he believes in the possibilities 
of developments of such industries 
as mining, aviation and newsprint- 
ing. His main objection to tHe suit- 
ability of the Peace River District 
for a settlement project was its 
distance from markets, but special 
freight rates have modified even 
this objection. "Our country must 
have a greater population" said Dr. 
Latimer, "or we will fall a prey."

BANK ANNOUNCES STUDENT 
STATISTICS ON MONEY SPENT 
FOB WEEK-END PLEASURES 

Hanover.— "Nope, can't make it 
this week-end," the gUy behind us 
in the Thayer cafe line said, "Had 
$75 at the beginning of the football 
season and there just plain isn't 
any more dough. What a swell 
budget I had, too, figured out so I 
could go to everything, but it went 
down somewhere along the line. Ya 
know, I actually thought I was saV' 
ing when I didn't ask Babs to go to 
the Yale game." 

"Next year It's going to be differ 
ent Joe H have a car then so I 
can get rides for practically nothing 
and I have dates lined up In Boston 
and New Haven who are satisfied 
with a nice, quiet, iuexpensive beer 
party. Yep, looks like a great year 
ahead." 

Bank Has Own Slant 

The Dartmouth National Bank, 
however, has its own slant on the 
money spent during football week- 
ends. It knows that despite bona- 
fide resolutions on the part of the 
student body it will have to have a 
certain amount of cash on hand to 
satisfy the pleasure demand of the 
college. Just how much money will 
be necessary is a known factor de- 
pending on what week-end Is at 
hand. 

As a ];ule the most expensive 
week-end is that of the Harvard 
game when, this year, the bank paid 
out $35,000. This cash was, for the 
most part, drawn from the 1,200-odd 
student accounts which the institu- 
tion now carries. Simple arithmetic 
shows that the average undergradu- 
ate supporter took in the neighbor- 
hood of $30 to spend In the various 
hotels and hotspots of Boston. 

Of course this figure varies from 
year to year, although always in 
proportion to the general prosperity 
of the' country and the seasonal 
success of the competing teams. Ar- 
cordmg to Charles N. Batohelder, 
president of the National Bank, 
during the boom of 1929 cash to the 
amount of $75,000 was passed 
through the teller's window before 
the Harvard battle. Contrast this 
with 1933, the low point of the de- 
pression, when only $25,000 was paid 
out for the same game. 

The Yale game has never been as 
successful, insofar as undergraduate 
spending is concerned, as the Har- 
vard game, although last year it 
came as close as It has ever done 
before. At that time pre-game 
forecasts generally conceded that 
the Yale-Dartmouth tilt was to be 
one of the foremost contests of the 
season. The jinx was still fresh in 
the students' minds and a desire to 
see its downfall determined more 
conclusively was evident As a re- 
sult of this unusual enthusiasm, and 
a somewhat improved national fin- 
ancial condition, $30,000 was drawn 
from the bank.— The Dartmouth.

You 
take any 'pro team and match it 
Up man to man with the best 
college team, and the professional 
outfit will be the better every 
Ume." 

Baugh commented on the fact 
that only the outstanding college 
players ever succeeded In the pro- 
fessional game. "If you're good in 
college football, you have a chance 
of making -a good pro- player. 
'Whizzer' White, Ail-American star 
in 1937, is now leading, gràùnd- 
galner in the league," he' pointed 
out. ■ . I 

"Most all good college teams have 
players on them who are receiving 
financial Kelp from the administra- 
tion or alumni," asserted the lanky, 
dark-haired Texaii. He added that, 
in his opinion, the systeni of openly 
offering athletic scholarships, which 
is employed in the Southern Con- 
ference, is the best solution. "The 
colleges should not pay tiïeir play- 
ers, but offer them jobs, so that 
they may earn their education," 
declared Sammy.
